He re- 
ported the results in a paper at the 
recent meetings of the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 

Science, In Pittsburgh.

School children and college students 
were the subjects in the unusual 
comparative test of attitudes and in- 
terests, in which an effort was made 
to determine effects of great social 
and economic changes in recent years 
Among boys, Dr. Pressey found evi- 
dence of . "vocational disillusionment." 
Fewer individuals this year have made 
vocational decision. Among girls, 
vocational interests were found to be 
shifting from such work as teaching 
and music toward business. 

Young people of the present have 
1:£3 Interest In military heroes and 
more in social leadership, in compari- 
ton with the youth- of 12 years ago. 

Among college students there was 
evidence of a distinct liberalization of 
opinion regarding various social and 
economic problems — a finding con- 
firmed by another paper at the Pitts- 
burgh meeting. 

Present-day girls have .more inter- 
est in active games and less in cooking 
and sawing, Dr. Pressey found.

NEW SOUND 
LABORATORY 

Up until the end of the last century, 
architectural acoustics, or the science 
of sound as applied to buildings, was 
in a very uncertain condition Indeed. 
Statements were made that the di- 
mensions of a room should be in def- 
inite ratios, 1:1:2, 2:3:5, 2:3:4. etc., 
the actual ratio advised depending on 
the particular writer. It was. asserted 
that a number of wires strung around 
a room were valuable in reinforcing 
the voice of the speaker, and that 
vases eh 'i be distributed at inter- 
vals for the sake of resonance. These 
ideas and many more, based on ex- 
perimental evidence, resulted in the 
construction of auditoria and theatres 
which were often acoustically bad, 
occasionally tolerable and infrequently 
quite good. 

In 1899 Professor W. C. Sabine of 
Harvard university was asked to inves- 
tigate the acoustical difficulties exist- 
ing in the new Fogg Art museum and 
to propose/changes for their remedy, 
m the next few years a number >of 
experiments were conducted by Prof. 
Sabine which placed architectural 
acoustics on an entirely new oasis, the 
theory and practice initiated by this 
pioneer remaining essentially un- 
changed to this day. 

There are several essentials for good 
hearing in . any - auditorium, the one 
that is most likely to be affected be- 
ing that the successive sounds in rap-" 
' idly moving •••'••«tlcutttlo^-'èiaier of 
speech or music, should be clear and 
dlstinot, free from each other and 
from extraneous noises. This neces- 
sary condition depends on what is 
known as the "reverberation of a room, 
that is, the time taken by a sound to 
die away after the source has been 
cut off. This reverberation time de- 
pends on. the volume of the room, the 
area of the absorbing surfaces (walls, 
celling,. etc),. and the absorption co- 
efficients of the materials composing 
these surfaces. By a proper choice of 
materials, having known, absorption 
coefficients, it becomes possible to 
construct a room , having any desired 
time of reverberation and hënce with 
the acoustical quality which will best 
suit the particular need. 

It will be obvious from the above 
that a knowledge of the absorption 
coefficients of building materials is of 
prime importance, so that with this 
in mind and as-the result of a. num- 
ber of requests, the National Research 
Council at Ottawa is just completing 
a new sound laboratory where such 
coefficients may be accurately deter- 
mined. The laboratory is situated in 
what Is' known as its Annex Labora- 
tories, in a building of its own. The 
main room in this laboratory Is known 
as the '"reverberation chamber," 
Wherein samples of materials are to 
be placed, . reverberation measure- 
ments made and from them absorp- 
tion coefficients calculated. This 
chamber is of solid concrete (walls, 
floor/and ceiling) one foot thick, rest- 
ing on an insulating. base of cork ai*d 
sand, which is designed to prevent 
extraneous noises from entering the 
chamber when it is in operation. Sur- 
rounding the chamber is a wall of 
eight-inch cinder block,, separated 
from the inner concrete room by a 
twelve-inch air space'. 

In addition to the reverberation 
chamber, there is on instrument room 
where most of the apparatus is to be 
set up, and a -"transmission" chamber. 
This room Is of the same general 
construction as the larger reverbera- 
tion chamber and opens into it 
through a system of massive doors. 
It Is designed to be used In conjunc- 
tion with the large chamber for meas- 
uring the 'sound Insulating value of 
partitions. The partition under test 
will be built into, the opening between 
the rooms, the doors "kept open] and' 
readings taken of- the sound which 
gets through the partition -irom . one 
room to the other. Measurements of 
this kind are very useful to architects 
in designing apartment houses, office- 
buildings, etc., where It is highly de- 
sirable that the walls and ceilings 
shall be as sound-proof as possible. 
Evidence of the Increasing interest In 
this phase- of acoustics is to be found, 
in the requests that have already 
reached the Council for tests" to br 
made on different kinds of partition?

History Of German 

Revolution Outlined

Paper Also Delivered on 
Birth of Irish Free 
State 

TROUBLES STRESSED 



W. R. Hullin and N. Burgo- 
master Speak Before 
Historical Club 

"The German Republic, 1918-1932" 
and "The Irish Revolution 1918-1923" 
were the subjects of the two papers 
delivered last night at the fifth meet- 
ing of the McGill Historical Club by 
N. Burgomaster and jw. R. Hullin. 
The speakers were introduced' by J. 
McLeish, the presidents of the club. 
After the papers were delivered the 
meeting was thrown open to discussion 
on both subjects. ? 

The German revolution, which over- 
threw the German Imperial Govern- 
ment and erected in its place the pres- 
ent German Republic, the facts lead- 
ing up to the Revolution- and its ef- 
fects upon' the Government, populace, 
and world at large, were the main 
points discussed. There were, even be- 
fore the War, many in Germany who 
were dissatisfied with the semi-auto- 
cratic political system of the Empire. 
But the War hastened on the end of 
tho old regime. To the German 
people the war brought on hardships, 
sorrow, and privations which in turn 
led to disillusionment and a loss of 
faith in the Kaiser and the Govern- 
ment. 

. Propaganda Influenced Laborers 

From Russia revolutionary' propa- 
ganda entered Germany and with the 
scathing denunciations by President 
Wilson of the Kaiser's autocracy, the 
labouring classes were highly in- 
fluenced. The Government now went 
desperately to v wbrk to avert revolution 
and Prince Max of Baden was ap- 
pointed Chancellor. Prince Max form- 
ed a coalition cabinet and ended the 
personal Regime of the Kaiser, giving 
to the German people their first parl- 
iamentary govërnn ent. On . October 
23, it was demande . in the Reichstag 
that the Kaiser ah jlcate, on October 
29 the Kaiser* fletffrom Berlin, on Nov. 
4 the Navy revolted and finally on 
November 9 the Kaiser abdicated 
creating the new German Republic. 

À determined struggle was now be- 
gun : for the control of the new Regime. 
The struggle for control was confined 
to the Communists, Independent 
Socialists, and Majority Socialists. The 
results of the first election showed 
that the Majority Socialists stood first 
and that Germany would remain a 
moderate republic, following the plat- 
form of the Majority Socialists. 
Irish History Traced 

The history of Ireland from 1918 to 
1923 was traced by the second speaker, 
N. Burgomaster, who particularly 
stressed, the development of the rela- 
tionship between England and, Ireland 
during that period. 

The work of the Sinn Felners with 
their -seditious newspapers and fana- 
tical speakers; coupled with the smoul- 
dering resentment of the Irish people 
against the English, sufficed to cause a 
series of uprisings and disturbances. 
The Irish Volunteers were led during 
this period by Professor MacNell and 
James Connolly. The rebels were 
momentarily successful in Dublin, but 
were finally repulsed. 

. . Redmond Leader 

À section, of the Irish people, under 
the leadership of. John Redmond, 
claimed dissociation with the insurrec- 
tion. To quote the speaker, "Undoubt- 
edly t at this point the British govern- 
ment, with wise foresight, could have 
done much to end the main troubles 
In Ireland, or at least to . have settled 
them for many years to come." How- 
ever, the government wavered. 

While the existing .machinery of 
Irish government had broken down, 
little action was taken by the English 
to take advantage of their chances. 

The story of the development of the 
Sinn Fein's final success under the 
leadership of Eamonn de Valera, fin- 
ally elected president of the Irish Re^ 
public, was also traced by the speaker 
who pointed., out the \ bloody . outrages; 
the troubles, disturbances, ' and riots, 
which marked, the birth of the new 
Ireland.

Roosevelt's Policy 
Declared Beneficial 



Knights of Columbus Speak- 
ers Defeat Junior 
Debaters

Kearns and Quinn Given 
Decision Over McGill 
Representatives 

Upholding the affirmative side of 
the resolution that Roosevelt's policy 
Is in the best interests of the United 
States, speakers representing the 
Knights of Columbus defeated mem- 
bers of the McGill Junior Debating 
League in Strathcona Hall last even- 
ing. The debate, which was sponsored 
by the Montreal Debating League, 
was the last In which McGill will par- 
ticipate this season. Allan Anderson 
was in the chair and the judges- were 
J. Charlebols, S. Hayes and. G. Brod- 
erick. 

Opening the debate for the affirma- 
tive, Emmet Kearns outlined the 
measures taken by Roosevelt against 
the two-fold evil of the depression. To 
raise the low price of farm produce he 
created the Farm Act, restricting farm 
produce, and to alleviate unemploy- 
ment he created the N.R.A., regulating 
wages and hours and checking the un- 
restrained profit motive. 

Showmanship Charged 

Supporting McGill, Saul Zeldel de- 
clared that Roosevelt's policy is based 
on showmanship and obscurity. . He 
has done many things very' quickly 
and shifted from one path to another, 
replacing his early policy of deflation 
with that of Inflation, thereby spoiling 
chances for stabilization of world cur- 
rency. 

Patrick Quinn, continuing in sup- 
port of the Affirmative, stated that the 
policy of Roosevelt as expressed In the 
n.r.a., steers a course midway be- 
tween the allowing of unrestricted 
competition and the total abolition of 
freedom of enterprise. The aim of all 
relief, he continued, is to furnish a 
livelihood and not merely to maintain 
life. To . this end a program of public 
-works has been commenced,, and these 
are of undoubted value in themselves. 

Ivor Williams concluded the argu- 
ment for the negative by stating that 
if the N.R.A. does not make adequate 
provision for the future it is unjust 
to posterity. Roosevelt has inflated 
currency. He has made loans to Rus- 
sia ahd China which will not be repaid, 
and he has made .future generations 
liable for debts incurred in the present. 



Cheap Money Seen 
As Financial Cure 



Professor Day Deplores 
Policy of Inflation 



"Stick to the orthodox cure; do 
nothing to check the revival of busi- 
ness confidence and do everything 
legitimate to hasten the coming of 
cheap money," said Professor J. P. 
Day, professor of economics at McGill, 
in an address delivered before the 17th 
Convention of the Canadian Construc- 
tion Association yesterday.- 

Cheap money If it destroys public 
confidence defeats its . own ends, Dr. 
Day stated. .That Is the main reason 
for the failure of the U. S. plan, be- 
cause as yet Its policies are regarded 
with suspicion by the business inter; 
ests. The speaker declared, however, 
that a small dose of inflation, if it 
were known to be small and final, 
might not, frighten away capital, and 
would hasten cheap money. 

Turning to the situation in Canada, 
Professor Day stated that a quick set- 
tlement of the railway problem would 
do much to restore the confidence of 
business In Canada;

That science and scientific methods 
are essential to the: maintenance and 
advancement of our civilization, was 
stressed last night by Prof. A. N. Shaw, 
of McGill, in his address on "The In- 
fluence of Physics in Civilization," be- 
fore the St. James Literary Society. 

Professor Shaw began his talk with 
a formal definition of the aims and 
principles of Physical Science. H6 th«v 
went on to show the application of 
these principles in everyday life, men- 
tioning among other things the ever- 
present examples of modem methods 
of transportation, communication, 
lighting, accoustics, and refrigeration. 

The chief note of the address, how- 
ever, was the practical use of science

and scientific method as it should be 
applied, not only to everyday life, but 
also to government and législation. 
The speaker suggested that a world 
confederacy, led by a group of men 
highly trained in the . principles of 
scientific practice and advancement 
would be the highest point to which 
our civilization might hope to advance.

Here are a few 
allable for reading 
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That the reform of capitalism in the 
sense of Increasing the real wages of 
the mass of the population, was Im- 
possible today, and that the capitalis- 
tic system produced such Intolerable , 
situations as poverty amid plenty, - were 
the main theses of John Strachey, 
noted 'author, lecturer and former, o '. 
member of 'the British Labour Party, 
In an address given last night in the ; 
Windsor Hotel under the auspices of 
the Saturday Night Club. Mr. Strachey. 
who took for his subject "The Capital- 
ist's Dilemma" showed that profits and . 
plenty were diametrically opposed and % 
that any attempt to give the worker a . ; 
larger share of the national dividend 
would only lead to a complete break 
down of Capitalism. 

Showing the failure of the New Deai jS 1 
in the United States, and the 
factory attempts to "reform" capital 
Ism in various countries of the world, 
due to the simple fact that such re- 
form would make the working of the . 
system unprofitable, the speaker point- 
ed out the many dilemmas and in- 
congruities in the capitalist economy. . 

Distribution Unfair 

The fundamental diiemma facing the 
capitalist world today was that capital- ■ 
ists know how to produce but not to 
distribute, declared the speaker at the/ 
outset. To him reform of capita 
fundamentally meant one thing — 
namely that of giving the worker - 
larger share of the national divii 
by , increasing his purchasing - 
This was the philosophy of the 
Deal legislation, and what 
Mr. Bennett's recent proposals': 
reform, of . capitalism in • Canada.' 
the- .capitalist system "cannot do - 
then it is completely worthless. 

Mr. Strachey spent considerable^. 
In examining the results of the Am- 
erican attempt to reform capitalism 
during the past two years, and showed 
how though some ."revival" had been '. 
accomplished, yet nothing in the way '] 
of "reform" had been done. Money 
wages had risen 8.5% but prices ha<: 
risen 9.6%. In other words, the real . 
purchasing power of the American 
masses had decreased 1.1%. Tinsels an 
astonishing result, claimed the speaker,' y,n 
for a plan designed to reform capital- 
ism! The rise In prices was due to the 
price-fixing policies of the N.R.A. and , ; 
to the devaluation of the dollar. With- j 
out these, had the minimum wage rates 
been enforced, the whole system wciilc 
have had to break d«wn. 

Reform of Capitalism Impossible. 

In other words, claimed Mr. Strachey. '; 
a real increase in wages (I.e., a reform; -.V 
of capitalism) is impossible for it 
would mean cutting into the ràte|;o^^P 
profit, the mainspring of our economy,; T 
and this would make industry less 
profitable, and thus lead to a. cutting 
down of operation. "Revival" Is , of.;,J?;.; 
course possible, but this simply means 
an Increase in the profit margin, 
which can be accomplished only by 
lowering real wages. No wonder the : 
capitalist antagonism to Roosevelt lias . 
vanished, claimed the speaker, when V;, ' 
the: New Deal lias actually only bene- 
fitted the capitalist. The classical, 
method of bringing about recov 
either to cut wages or raise price 
Roosevelt has invented a third 
that of ralslrig both, but of ratal 
prices more. 

Nor did Mi-. Strachey see any so 
tion In Increasing rationalisation i 
technological improvement, for the 
feet of these are simply to throw 
out of work, and to replace thern-^ 
machinery. The same paradox, 
No matter how sincere politicians:: 
be, and no matter how much emphasis „ 
Is laid In the beginning on reform,- un-

On this date. Mr. John Hackett, K.C., Presi- 
dent of the Graduates' Society of McGill.' ad- 
dressed the meeting, at which it was finally de- 
cided, to form a new" Society called "The McOill 
'Society of Ontario" which would Include all the 
Graduate's of Ontario, exclusive of the Graduates 
in the Ottawa Valley. 

On October 6 the first Annual Meeting ot 
the new Society was held at the Royal York, Mr..

demand for their goods. The idea of 
.taking "profit out of war", is. another 
notion which would be Impossible to 
achieve, 

;-. As for social services, Mr., Strachey 
/saw in them simply , a clever political 
manoeuvre and a wise capitalist pol- 
icy. For "ultimately the whole burden 
must be laid on the workers, for It 
laid oh .the capitalists it would reduce 
the profitability of industry. Also all 
the many highly-elaborated forms of 
social Insurance are no solution — the 
world still , has. .her many millions of 
unemployed. Any,' corning attempts in 
Canada will likewise bé doomed to fail- 
ure, and wiil in no way Increase the 
real purchasing power of th e workers. 
Capitalism, claimed the speaker, is 
getting worse and worse and will in- 
evitably lead us into another war. 
Capitalists realize the coming struggle 
for power, and are preparing them- 
selves for it. Mr. Strachey laid stress 
on the two great evils facing the 
world today— war and 'fascism. In con- 
clusion thei speaker' saw that not only 
was the complete overthrow of capital- 
ism necessary for human welfare, but 
that it was coming anyway.

Sports Survey

THE annual trouble regarding stu- 
dent coupons is raging in and 
around the university at the present 
time. An editorial In The Dally point- 
ed out certain abuses which appar- 
ently existed. This was answered by 
D. Lome Gales, President of the Stu- 
dents' Council. Yesterday a confer- 
ence was held between . Major Forbes, 
President Gales, and Editor Lindsay 
Place., It is understood that the finan- 
cial stringency of the Athletic Board 
in regard to hockey operations is at 
the root of the matter. Figuring on 
dropping some four thousand dollars 
on. the. season's play, largely as a re- 
sult of poor crowds at thé Harvard 
and Yale games, the Athletic Office 
has seen fit to reduce the number of 
"home games" at the Forum, thus 
causing the students to see Just a 
little less hockey. Had all parties to 
the undertaking 'been, fully' aware of 
the fact that dollars and cents, or 
rather, th scarcity of those two com- 
modities, was behind the policy of re- 
trenchment , It is doubtful whether 
the question of criticism would have 
come up at all. In its. statement to 
the président of the students' council, 
following the editorial 'mentioned 
above, the Athletic Board failed to 
mention dollars and cents,' preferred 
Instead to explain new Interpretations 
of the agreement between the students 
and the Athletic Board, In regard to 
student' coupons. It is no wonder 
that' dissatisfaction is widespread 
throughout the student body. Perhaps 
when The McGill Daily clears up the 
matter, through Its able editor, the 
dissatisfaction will abate. Meanwhile, 
thé Athletic Office merits a certain 
degree of criticism for falling to clar- 
ify the situation In the light of prac- 
tical realities. 

The financial losses attributable to 
hockey are- very serious, needless to 
say. The financing of" the programmé 
of athletics Is never easy at McGill. 
This . year will probably tax to the 
limit the, ingenuity of those in author- 
ity. Judging by the gate receipts at 
the Harvard, Yale and Queen's games 
here In Montreal, the general public 
does not care what happens to Inter- 
collegiate hockey. Maybe the opposi- 
tion lacked colour, maybe the same 
crowds which followed the Farquhar- 
son-McGlll-Crutchfleld- Farmer en- 
tourage last year, have little confi- 
dence in the ability of the present 
McGill' team. Certainly, the hockey 
played by Intercollegiate ' teams this 
year has been considerably below the 
admittedly high standard of competi- 
tion set by the Senior Group teams. 
It. would appear, therefore, that save

Studies were made In the wind tun- 
nel of a new convertible freight or 
nine-place passenger aeroplane de- 
sign, construction of which waa b;gun 
by a Canadian aircraft firm during 
the year. 

In a contract awarded by the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police for a 60- 
ioot patrol cruiser, it was spseffied 
that a model should be tested in thi 
Council's model testing basin. Two 
models having different lines were 
submitted! Tests were made to de- 
termine the better of the two and 
subsequently numerous tests were 
made on. the model judged to be the 
better, .wlth -the object of improving 
Its" performance. Considerable Im- 
provement was effected, by certain 
modifications which were Incorporated 
In the cruiser when constructed. 

Three hundred and forty-one air- 
craft and allied Instruments were 
tested by the Council during the year, 
305 of them for government depart- 
ments. There were 74 engine gauges, 
68 . "directional instruments and 58 
tachometers. 

Two thousand, eight hundred and 
twenty-three thermometers, 'hydrom- 
eters, air cameras, photographic shut- 
ters, and screens, etc., were tested r 
calibrated, 17 for commercial firms. 

Construction of a dynamometer for 
the windmill research project of the 
Council was partially completed dur- 
ing the year. 

The work begun two years pre- 
viously in connection with the estab- 
lishment of , p r 1 m a r y temperature 
standards was continued. The labora- 
tory is how equipped for standardizing 
platinum thermometers at the three 
fixed points on the temperature scale: 
melting Ice, boiling water and boiling 
sulphur. 

The installation of equipment for 
X-ray standardization was completed. 
' During the year, 188 radium prepa- 
rations, valued at $60 350,- were meas- 
ured, tested and certified. Seventy- 



in exceptional years such as those 
just past, McGill cannot , count, upon 
Montrealers generally to balance its 
hockey ledger. The only possible 
answer to the Situation follows imme- 
diately after that. If the public won't 
pay its way into the Forum to watch 
intercollegiate teams play hockey, 
support will have to come from the 
university-minded section of the pop- 
ulation or else Intercollegiate hockey , 
will have, to be dropped from the 
athletic programme at McGill. Obvi- 
ously, with the very important pro- 
gramme of minor sports to consider, 
the Athletic Board cannot afford to 
go on dropping four thousand dollars 
annually on hockey alone. 

TTOWEVER t i the idea of dropping 
out of ' intercollegiate hockey need 
never, we believe, be seriously consid- 
ered. With thousands - of. graduates 
and former students living in Mont- 
real, something tangible should rather 
be done towards obtaining support 
from that quarter. The rink need 
never be packed to pay expenses. If 
the Graduates' Society members could 
undertake to. handle even two thou- 
sand tickets, for each college game, 
the problems of the Athletic Board in 
regard to that hockey deficit would 
be. nearly answered. It Is suggested 
that the Athletic Office consider the 
proposal herewith offered to sell tick- 
ets for' McG ill's four Intercollegiate 
hockey games under an arrangement 
similar to the Intercollegiate football 
season ticket books. If such a scheme 
were put over at once, there would 
be no longer any fear of deficits from 
hockey. From . the point of view of 
the Graduate Society members, there 
would be more than mere sentiment 
attached to the proposition. The 
writer has attended all three of Me- 
an's intercollegiate hockey games to' 
date and, while admittedly the hockey: 
has sometimes lapsed to mediocrity, 
lie has left the Forum much better 
satisfied with the evening's show than 
he' habitually is following National 
Hockey ' League or Senior Group at- 
tractions. The underlying, colour of 
Intercollegiate sport,,. the .interesting 
angle of seeing Queen's and McGill 
or Toronto and McGill renewing their 
varied athletic rivalry on ice, these 
and other factors make the game. well 
worth while. It is too late to intro- 
duce the book Idea for this season, 
since three of McGill's four inter- 
collegiate hockey games have been 
played, but it seems that the Athletic 
Board might do well to consider the 
matter for next season. McGill hockey 
would no longer be dependent on the 
fickle support of the. general public. 
The graduates, too, we firmly believe, 
would be benefited considerably In 
the long run.

Construction of à laboratory for 
testing the acoustic properties of va- 
rious kinds of building materials was 
started. 

A commercial marine depth sounder 
was tested in the model-testing basin. 

Fifteen types of meters or meter 
attachments were tested for approval 
as required in the Electricity Inspec- 
tion Act and six alterations in ap- 
proved meters were Investigated to 
insure that the alterations compUed 
with the Council's specifications. 

A report was made to the Minister 
of Trade and Commerce, on a field 
investigation made by officers of the 
Council, on watt-hour meter frequen- 
cy, and undertaken in connection with 
an agitation for the extension of the 
re-seal period as now prescribed by 
statute. 

A new method of measuring the 
velocity of projectiles was. perfected. 
The projectile interrupts beams of 
light shining on photoelectric cells. 

Following instructions from the 
Minister of Trade and Commerce, thé 
Dominion standards of weight and 
measure (established by the Weights 
and Measures Act) were transferred 
to the Council. Faculties are, now 
being developed for their preservation, 
i In co-operation with the Depart- 
ment of Insurance and Canadian 
match manufacturers, a systematic 
testing of matches was organized and 
4 samples of matches were reported 
oa . 

In response to a demand for a spe- 
cial grade of dried yeast for export, 
the different methods of drying yeast 
were reviewed and recommendations 
as to the proper conditions of. drying 
were made.

for the laundry industry, 325 reporte 
were issued covering new and dam- 
aged fabrics, soaps, alkalies, water 
problems, etc. 

A study was undertaken of the 
evaluation of the wear resistance 'of 
sole leather on an abrasion testing 
machine constructed In the shops of 
the Council. Other apparatus for eval- 
uating the quantity of leather has 
been installed. 

It was shown, (a) that clays exist 
in Canada which, especially when 
suitably prpcessed. are equal and in-, 
deed superior for use in oil refining, 
ect., to any of the imported clays how 
used; as a result of the work, a plant 
Has been erected for processing a do- 
mestic 'clayr .(b) "that the waste nat- 
■ural gas of Turner Valley is capable 
of yielding carbon black equal to the 
imported black now exclusively used 
by the Canadian rubber industry; 
(c) that by suitable treatment a bitu- 
men for use in rubber manufacture 
at least equal to the Imported bitu- 
mens now used can be produced from 
the "tar 'sands" of Alberta. 

A comprehensive study was made of 
the economic and -technical feasibility 
of using . surplus wheat for Ifie ' pro- 
duction of '« alcohol to be used in a 
blended gasoline-alcohol motor fuel 

The first systematic study to be un- 
dertaken was made on the short-fibre 
grades of Canadian asbestos used as 
cement (for heat Insulation, etc.). 

Satisfactory procedures for tanning 
the substantial number, of hides now 
available yearly, from the buffalo 
herd at Walnwrlght, Alberta, were 
established. 

In the field of textiles a method for 
measuring In qualitative terms, the 
softness or harshness of wool was de- 
veloped; a practical treatment, was 
worked out and adopted by- many 
laundries in Canada for cleaning the 
edges of .thé double cuffs on shirts 
without damaging the fabric, by scrub- 
bing, and a system has been put into 
operation, which, by means of "test 
bundles," checks the efficiency of 
power laundries, and has already led 
to many of the co-operating laundries 
Improving their procedure to a point 
where . reductions in the strength' of 
cotton fabrics of as little as 5% are 
suffered in a succession of 20 washes.
